A rem arkable thing for the year 
1922 is noted in the fact that only 
144 feet of ladders was raised, which 
shows that most of the fires origin­ 


ated close to the ground.

For the 
sake of comparisons there must be 
taken from the larger sum $1,295,- 
097,000 to be applied on the national 
debt— an item that can not be cut. 
This leav es us $1,783,843,331, from 
which are to be deducted $440,313,- 
000 for the Veterans’

and 
$50,411,500 deficit 
in 
gov ernment 
shipping. These charges were not on 
the books, of course, in 1914. 
We 
now hav e arriv ed at $1,284,118,831 
as the figure fairly to lie compared 
with the 700 million dollars of 1914. 
Since 1 9 1 4 the country has grown 
considerably in many ways. Particu­ 
larly has gov ernment 
reached 
out 
into fields of inv estment it formerly 
did not touch— not in a spirit of ex­ 
trav agance, but in response to insis­ 
tent calls for the promotion 
of the 
general 
welfare. 
Moreov er^ 
the 
American dollar is far from hav ing 
the purchasing power it had in 1914. 
One reason for this is tha^higher 
cost of labor, and another is the 
higher cost of materials incident to 
general inflation. 
True, the av erage citizen is paying 
more taxes than he did in 1914, but 
the av erage citizen also is drawing 
more money than he did in 1914 for 
whnt he does. The fanner scarcely 
can be counted into this statement. 
His situation in the last two or three 
years has been j>eculiar, and it is 
that fact which makes the agricul­ 
tural problem so serious. 
Aside from the fact that we hav e 
huge war bills to pay and that we 
as a gov ernment are going in more
